“And then to think that a High 
school coach, like Ben here, trains 
a team, works out plays, plans de­ 
fenses. scouts and does all the other 
cuties ot a head coach and at the 
same time teaches classes all day 
long." 
"I often think my job is tough 
and my problems overwhelming, but 
when I look around at the job some 
of those boys are doing under the 
conditions under which they have 
to work, I think I ’m mighty fortu­ 
nate," he added. 
Tells How Films Taken 
Coach McMillin told a few inter­ 
esting details of the production of 
those beautiful football films that 
Boosters banquet attendants wit­ 
nessed the other evening. 
Four different lenses are used 
to take those shots. McMillin point­ 
ed out. He said different types of 
telescopic lense* are employed for 
the different types of pictures and 
varying distances required to get 
the shots.

The pictures were of the Michigan

Asked aboil, his opinion on the 
40 plays-per-quarter suggestion nov, 
under consideration by the national 
rules committee.

The War Today

Sam's forces in France would greatly 
outnum ber the British. Prime M in­ 
ister Churchill announced it iii the 
house of com m ons as far back as 
Feb. 22 of this year. America's con ­ 
tribution was based on her greater 
manpower. 
Churchill the other day character­ 
ized the United States as "the great­ 
est m ilitary, naval and air power 
in the world.” T h at’s a true bill, and 
it accounts for the preponderance 
of our forces in W estern Europe 
nd the Orient 
Britain’s populace Is a little more 
j than one-third that of the United 
I States, and the population of the
